March 12.— Former Qor- 
erikor J&tn P. Altgeld died In Hotel 
Monroe at 7:09 a. m. He bad been 
UBooneclouB since mldaight. Mr. Alt- 
ffeM wae the principal speakeT at a 
pro-Boer mass meeting Tuesday nigbt 
hi tbe Joliet theater. Just at the close 
«# hli epeech a eudden diftlneae aelz- 
e4 him and h« was assisted from the 
oUge. Tbe meetlns proceeded, the 
•Odience not realielnc what had hap- 
pened. Air. Altgrld was tHk<n from 
the the*tfr where lif was seized with 
vomiting spells. 

Shortly before midnight he became 
unconaclout. He remained in this 
<'(;ndlfion until drath. Physicians 
wurked his arms vigorously to induce

refpiration, but all to no purpose. The 
oanae of death Is given as cerebral 
hemmorrhages. there having been an 
>Lf»opl<'< tic seliure of the brain. The 
vomltiivg at first was taken to indicate 
pttaotaine poisoning, but it was de- 
twuined that this nas due to differ- 
ent manifestations of brain trouble. 

Mr. Altgfld came to Jollet Tuesday, 
having been advertised as the princi- 
pal' orator for the big Will county pro- 
Boer meetlnc. H« eonfea«ed that he 
waa not in the best of health. He was 
not willing to allow that to interfere 
wUfa his speech, however, his greatt in- 
terest in the South African strnmle 
being heightened by tbe announce* 
memt of the Boer success in the cap- 
ture of General Methuen. It was not- 
ed during tbe address that the ex-gov- 
waaor threw an unusual amount of en- 
ergy and feeling into his words, and 
tbo collapse, the physicians think, re- 
cruited from overstraining his already 
■weakened phy8!<al powers. Ever 
•illce the failure of the Glabe Savings 
baak itk 1896, in which be was involv- 
ed, Mr. Altgeld has not been a well 
man, anid for some months aft«>r the 
6paulding crash it was feared that his 
Ufe was only a queetion of a short 
time. Even when serving his last 
year as governor bis heaMli waa none 
too good. 

Mr. Altgeld, In the speech, which 
•was fated to be his last, declared that 
•)l friends of huBMnity owed a debt of 
gratitude to Governor Yates tor Issu- 
ing a procliiniatiDn sollcifing assist- 
Stace for tbe Uoer women and t hildren 
te-tbe coooentration camps, which the 
Mtlah aro mainUining in South Af- 
rica. Tho speaker said the people of 
ftHWirlne bai^ raised a large sum uf 
tmnw wltJl which to relieve the dls- 
trssa of the Boer women and children, 
but wvre unable to send it to them be- 
cause Lord Pauneefote, the British 
-ambassadoa- at Washington, objected 
to it. He further charged that Lord 
Paunceifote had for years meddled in 
Axserlcan affairs. His arraig^iment of 
tlM Brtuab anA>asaa(lor was severe. 
Altgeld's Career. 
John Peter Altgeld was born In Oer- 
D«ie. SQ, ItH. Hla pareots emW 
to thie country when he was 
years old, settling on ei; little 
(arm in Richland county, Ohio. His 
early edueatiooAl advantages were 
meagre. In 1864 he eolistsd In the 
Vnion army and served until the close 
of tbe war. He then worked hds way 
tttrough an itcademy and fur awhile 
taught school in the west. He was ad- 
isteted to Ike bar la liTO in Savannah, 
|f(0., and shortly afterwards waa elect- 
ed state's attorney. Mr. Altgeld next 
moved to Chicago and entered the 
piAOtioe of law, soon amiasslng a for- 
tMjB^. JUt ivai elected gov«n»or of 
iiusois In 1892. p«iiM»g hit tang of 



pov'ir.or he had aident champions 
and bi'ter er.emles. One of hie acts 
that caused much dispute was the 
pardoniiip of ;hf anarchists Field* n. 
Schwab and .\eel/e. During the great 
Pullman ertrike in Chicago Governor 
Altgeld refused to call out state 
troop*, and this action also was the 
subject of much debate. Mr. Altgeld 
was an ardent advo(ate of the free 
coinage of silver and municipal owner- 
ship of public utilities. He was mar- 
ried In 1877 to Miss Pord of Richland 
county, Ohio.

I hope Eng- 
land will show that she sees her folly 
of attempting to subdue the Boer race, 
by recognizing it now and by restor- 
ing independence to the Transvaal i e- 
publics. 13y doing this, she will spare 
herself as well aa the Boers further 
bloodshed and expense, and will re- 
tain the republics as friendly ueigii- 
bors."

Washington, March 12.— Soon after 
tbe senate convened, .Mr. Rawlins 
(Utah) Introduced a resolution, which 
was passed, directing the secretary of 

war to send to the senate the reports 
of inspectors and carriers and any oth- 
er information he may have in rela- 
tion to the fransptirts between the 
United States and the Philippines, es- 
pecially regarding fraa transportation 
for individual*. 

Mr. Cullom, chairman of the com- 
mittee on loreign relation's, reported 
favorably a bill authorizing the presi- 
dent to extend to the government of 
France an Invitation to Jcffn the gov- 
ernment and people of the United 
Staffs In the dedication of t))c monii- 
mcnt of Count De Uix Kambeau to be 
unM i'ed in this city on .May 24 ne.xt. 
Mr. Hoar (Mass.) offered an amend- 
ment including in the invitation the 
family (if the Mar(;uis De Lafayette. 
He p.Tid a tribute to Lafayette and 
urged that this amendment was pi"- 
culiarly pertinent. Tbe amendment 
was agreed to, and as amended, the 
bill was passed. 

At the conclusifrn tf routine b.i.si- 
ness the senate resumed ( (.iibidi l atioa 
of the ship subsidy bill, Mr. McCum- 
ber (N. D.) speaking in support of 
the mea|!Ure. He tald he re presented 
an agricultural state interested only 
indire( tly in ahtpping industry, but he 
favored the passage of the bill be- 
case he believed the results of its op- 
eration would be beneficial nrrt only 
to his constituents, but to tlie people 
of the entire country. 

Mr. Depew followed Mr. McCumber 
in a speech earnestly supporting the 
ship subsidy bill. He said v.c wf ro 
now entirely dependent upon tbe sliip.s 
ol foreign countries for our wean 
carrying trade. We were looking for- 
ward to becoming a worid power, but 
were, he continued, hindered because 
we lacked means of communication. 
Mr. Depew presented figures to show 
that the assertion that American ship- 
yards were pro^erous waa not well 
founded. 

Mr. Depew. referring to subsidies 

paid by foreign governments, said that 
"one of the most enlightened and 
progressive r iers of the old woriii 
is the present emperor of Germany. 
Within the last 10 years he has 
brought Germany to practicaly unani 
mous support of subsidies, by which 
the German merfb.-mt nirniu" bas raji 
idly overtaken that ot Great Britain. 

That Cenaua Bill. 

Washington, March 12.— When the 
house met a bill was passed to pro- 
vide foi' a cleik for the cii-cuit an< 
district court ^ at Wilmington, N. C. 
Tbe houso then went into committee 
of the whole and resumed the consid- 
eration of the postolllce appiopriation 
bill. Mr. Sims (Tenn.) reviewed the 
facts in connection with tbe enactment 
of the permanent, census law and as- 
serted that the house had been gross- 
ly deceived by the action of the con- 
ferees. It had been ilic intention both 
of the house and ueuate, be said, to 
enact a provialoo which would cover 
all the employes of the census bureau 
into the classified service and make 
them eligible for tiansf< i , l:;it the con- 
ferees had submitted a provision 
which defeated tbe object sought to be 
obtained by the two bouses. He charg- 
ed that Mr. Hopkins of Illinois, a'ho 
presented the < onference report, had 
deceived tbe house. Mr. Hopkins' ac- 
tion, he declared, called for the strong- 
est censure by tbe house, hut as tbe 
gentleman was not present, he would 
not propose action along that line. 

Mr. Grifflth (Ind). who was one of 
the conferees on the bill, tailed at- 
tention to three decisions of the su- 
preme court, which woyld have nulll* 
fled section 5, aa agreed to by the 
house and senate. Tbe conferees, he 
Baid, thought tb«'y were doing so, and 
for himself he said it was far from 
his purpose either to deceive or mis- 
lead t^a house. Mr. Sims accepted 
Mr. OrlCths' explanations and acquit- 
ted bim and his < oll^gles of the de- 
liberate purpose to deceive, but said 
the effect had, hetn to mlslaad. Uie 
honaa 

The Pacific cable dlacnasloa waa 

oommenced In the hoilse and Mr. Cor- 
liss (Mich.) made an attack upon Mr. 
Richardson (Tenn.). replying to tbe 
latter's speech a few days ago.

Hamber of IttlU l'>isf.r<1 and a \iiint>ei' 
of New OnrH Introduced. 

Columbus, O., March 12.— The house 
passed bills as follows: By Senator 
Stihrell, to prohibit altering bill# of 
exception* except by prrmission of 
trial Judge; Senator Hosea, to appoint 
a commission to secure tbe passage of 
iiniforo^ state laws on matters pertain- 
ing to bills of lading, commercial pa- 
per. marrlaRe and divorce, corpora- 
tions, etc.; Senator Patterson, to re- 
quire cost bills to be approved by 
prosecuting attorney instead of by 
trial Judge; Mr. Meisel. to authoriie 
Cleveland to issue $1 .ir.n e(io in bonds 
to acquire and improve park prop- 
erty; by senator Thompson, to au- 
thorize the appointment of another as- 
sistant prosecuting attorney in Frank- 
lin county. 

The Chamberlain anarchy bill was 
temporarily sidetracked in the house 
through the efforts of Representative 
McDonald, who has a similar bill pend- 
ing. The bill was finally r( f; rred to 
a sp<'( ial committee to endeavor to 
harmonize the two measures. A nun.- 
ber of local nKasnres were Introduced. 
In the Senate. 

The senate i)ass»d Mr. Kinibiill's 
house bill providing for tbe adminis- 
tration of a trust fund beqtleatbed the 
town of Willoughby. Lake county, by 
VValla<c C. Andrews of New York, 
amounting to Jl.OOti.dOO. and wiri( h is 
to be devoted to the establishing of a 
girls' Industrial farm. The bill cre- 
ates a commission which is to consist 
of the governor of the state, tbe niavi r 
of the town of Willoiigtili.\ . tw( ( • 
sens of the town, tbe treasurer of the 
county, and the executor of Mr. Wal- 
lace's estate, which la to adiatnlitw 

the trust. 

Bills Introduced: ProvidlBg for ten 
depositories for state funds, no two de- 
positorie* to be located in more than 
c*ne town: limiting liability in corpora- 
tion to 18 months after holder shall 
have disposed of same; to exemid 
stock of Ohio cltisens in foreign cor- 
porations from taxation, where one- 
half of pr(»perty is located in this state, 
and where corporation is taxed under 
Willis bill; allowing corporations to 
own stock in other like corporations, 
but providing agalMt restriction of 
trade through combinea or trusts. 

Farmers National Congress. 

Chicago. .March 12.— The next an- 
nual me* ting of the Karmers" National 
congress will be held at Macon, Qa., 
Oct 7, 8, 9 ahd 10 next. Macon has 
raised a large sum of money for the 
expenses and entertainment of the 
coii!.'ii ss. 'I'lie Southwestern I'assen 
ger association has already made a 
rate of one fare for the round trip on 
account of the meeting, and other pas- 
senger associations will make low 
rates. The congi.ss Is composed (^f 
delegates appointed by the governors 
of the various states. The president 
of the congress is George L. Flanders 
of Albany, N. Y., and the secretaiy is 
John M. Btahl ot Chicago. 

Building Collapsed. 

Chicago, Marcih 12. — Frost leaving 
the ground caused the destruction of 
a new 4-story brick building valued at 
960,000. The structure, owned by the 

M. .1. lleinz company was begun last 
September. Apparently sufficient cal- 
culation of the then hardened ear;h 
was not taken, according to tbe city 
building conunissloner. The weather 
recently sufflcicntly warmed to soften 
the ground and the foundation of iht 
structure sank perceptibly. A lordon 
of police waa drawn around the build- 
ing and shortly afterward one comer 
of the building fell. It was then de- 
termined to pull down the other walls.

Freight Handltrt' Strikt Spreidt to 
Many LliMt of Induotry. 

MERCHANTS DAZED BY ITS EFFECT.

Boston. March 12.— The strike of 600 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad freight handlt^rs which began 
last Saturday. h:is extended until now 
there are 20.000 men idle in this city. 
Of these 3.000 to 5.000 were employed 
by manufacturing coneems which 
have been compelled to shut down be- 
cause of the difHtulty of handling 
freight. The various lines of industry 
dire< tly affei-ted by the strike include 
freight handlers, team drivers, wool 
handlers, longshoremen and railway 
switchmen. If the threats of tbe strike 
leaders are borne out another day will 
see the movement extended to the 
building trades unions and to unions 
connected with the foreign steamship 
traflic. The bii' lu' ss men of the city 
find themselves staggei(d by the 
strike. Many conferences have been 
held, the influence of the Civic Fed- 
eration has been Invoked and the 
state board of • ,: i()n b.is tiied to 
find a ground i : ;i ,.iiinent bilween 
the parties at war. l)ut apparently 
there Is little confidence that the de- 
sired result win be reached by these 
m* an?. 

The New York, N' w llavin a;i 1 
Hartford road and tlie I'.r.^tou and .M 
baoy aystem oi the Kew York Central 
have fbrces adequate to handle all the 
traffic. The!«> is no tcoable over the 
movement of outgoing frelf.iit. t)ut in- 
coming merchandis*' !;a.- ae( i / ulated 
in fornxidable quantM. Ttiu Boston 
and .Maino road has not yet lost its 

rtgular force of freight hau liers and 
clerks, but with teaming tied up. 
their frtlght hou.ses i^nd yards are be- 
coming congested like those of other 
lines. Arrangements hare been made 
for the transfer of through freight 
without delay at this point. At the 
docks C/f the steanulllp lines doing a 
coastwise business great quant>ities of 
merchandise are piled up and the 
whar\es are ( hoked. The lon^'-hore- 
men are out and the material cannot 
be moved. The express companies 
are tied up and there is a threat that 
the hack drivers will Join the strike if 
an issue N made. b( i au.^e th( y carry 
passengers with trunks, larg;' parcels 
or other matter which should go by 
express. The strike of the coal team- 
sters presents one of the most alarm- 
ing features of the troulile. as it 
menaces not only many iudu&trles, 
but also the welfare of houst holders, 
and especially the people in the poorer 
quarters of the city. 

The conference with the Rr.vernor 
was held at the state house at 10:30 
o'clock, but resulted in nothing defi- 
nite. The strike committee told the 
governor tnat their organisations had 
de<i(!ed to stand by the proposition 
that the strike would be declaied off 
if the rail!oads would consent that no 
freight handler should go on any team 
delivering goods at the freight sheds.

DURBIN DEFYING THE CONSTITU- 
TION. 

Law Notes, a journal published at 
Northport.N.Y., holds that Gov. Durbin, 
of Indiana, is not doing his duty in the 
eyai of the law in not aurrendering W. S. 
Taylor and Charlea Finley to the authori- 
ties of Keiitiiclcy. Tlie paper, in discuss- 
ing the subject in a recent number, says : 

"During the regime of slavery such re- 
fusala to surrender fugitives from justice 
were not rare ; happily in later years the 
oauaea which prodoced this atate of 
thingi have largely ceased to operate. It 
appeara, however, that atfll occaaions may 
ariae when the paaaiona of a Governor 
and his advisera are sufflciently aroused 
to result in recourse being had to the il- 
legal and extra-lesial method of refusing 
to honor a requisition. The words of the 
United States statute are: 'It shall be 
the duty of the executive authority to 
cause the fugitive to be arrested and pp- 
cured, and delivered to the agent of the 
demanding State.' In Kentncky vs. 
Dennison, '.'4. How. ( T. S.i (it>, Chief 
JnsticH Taney declared tljHt tlie duty of 
the (-iovernor i)f a state upon whom a re- 
quisition is made to surrender a fugitive 
from justice ie merely ministerial and 
leaves no room for exercise of discretion. I 
In In re Voorhees, .'!- N. J. L. 141, Chief, 
Justice r>easley, comutenting on the I 
fU'ect of the constitutional provision and | 
the statute, paid : 'The purpose, then, of 
this provision of the ('ouatitution was, as 
I conceive, twofold : First, to impose an 
absolute oI)ligation on eacb State to sur- 
render criminals tli-eing from the justice 
of another State ; and, second, to define 
clearly the class of criminals so to be sur- 
rendered. The rule of international 
comity w as defective in both particulars, 
and the design, consequently, was to cre- 
ate a substitute which should be without 
either defe(;t. I think this end has been 
attained. For, in the first place, the lan- 
guage of the clause is so plainly impera- 
tive in ite character aa to leave no room 
for contention that the obligation now 
impoaed on the respective Statea to aur- 
reader criminala la in the least degree a 
matter of discretion. In the place of 
spontaneous submission to the law cf 
comity, there is now substituted that im- 

Itlioit obedience which is due to a rule of 
aw. * * • The few exception" [to the 
performance of this duty in go d faith on 
the faith of the Rxecutive] which are 
recollected have, i'l ur'-in ral, arisen from 
a ujiplakeri Hente as to the true nature of 
the dutv itself : for an idea has undoubt- 
edly prevailnl, to a considerable extent, 
that sticli duty, in s>oiiie reHpecte, was one 
resting on dit-cre'ion. But this is alto- 
gether an error If the demand be uiade 
in du(» form, and the rcijuisite documents 
exhil>ited, .showing that the fugitive is 
charged with i rime, the duty to surren- 
der becomes uierelv a ministerial one. 
Under f'uch circumstances, to refuse to 
authori/ ■ the extradition is a clear infrac- 
tion of the rule prescril e 1 in tlie ('ons'i- 
tutional clause above quoted. 1 think it, 
therefore, indisputable tliat the Consti- 
tution has made the surrender of a fugi- 
tive from justice, which by the law of na- 
tions depended on the ooDOMaiona of 
comity, a rule of law of perfect obligation 
and entirely imperative in ita character."
